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fruthof thethings J wꝛite port of, this be aſſured: what 
J waiteas done of our partie, either J ſawe, and am wit⸗ 
nes of it my ſelfe, oꝛ I haue it by the credible repoꝛt of 
thole that were the doers. What J let downe of the eni⸗ 
mies doings, J either take it from their owne intertepted 
letters, oꝛ J do it vpon the aduertiſements of our beſt in- 
telligencers: who in circumſtances map erre, but ſwarue 
not much from truth, J thinke, in any materiall point: 
howſoeuer it is, J truſt you will be perſwaded, that I 
willingly ſpeake no vntruth: And then as J conceiue of 
theſe things, if ſo it pleaſe you to accept of them, they haue 
beene done, as J take them, in maner as followeth. 


After long and humble ſuite ofthe Eſtates generall of 
the vnited P2oninces ot the lowe Countries, it pleaſed 


the Queenes Maieſtie our Soueraigne to graunt vnto 


them a large and bountifull aide of men # money, in ſuch 
ſoꝛt, and vpon ſuch Articles and conditions, as in the 
treatie concluded betweene them, bearing date the fourth 


day ol September, in the yeere 1585. it moze at large ap⸗ 


perreth. To ſpeake ofthe magnanimitie, wiſedome, boun⸗ 
tie, and ſingular godneſſe of hir Maieſtie in yelding ſo 
great and chargeable a ſuccour: with tonſideration a⸗ 
gainſt whom, vpon how neceſſarte and moſt vꝛgent cau- 
ſes, and foꝛ how grenouſlte oppꝛeſſed a people and coun⸗ 
tries, it was intended, were a matter beſide my purpoſe 
at this time, and aboue the reach of my pen and ſkill, 
The fact is, and will be app2oued, and renowmed in the 
woꝛld, ſo long as the memoꝛie of wiſe and god Painces, 
and ot true p2zincely actions ſhal endure, But in the Tre⸗ 
atie named, there is one Article amongſt others, where⸗ 
by it is eſpecially required, That it might pleaſe her 
Maieſtie to ſende with her fozces into thoſe partes, a 
perſonage of nobilitie, valure and wiſedome, of the En⸗ 
gliſh Nobllitfte, as well to gouerne her people, as alſo 


tio direct and to deale otherwiſe , and fovſe ſuch further 
p;eminence 
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in the lowe Countries. 


p2&eminence and authozitic , as is ſpecified in the Treatie. 
The man foꝛ this purpoſe moſt deſired of the Eſtates, and 


eſpecially choſen by her Maieſtie, was the Earle of Leyce- 


ſter, who being accozdinaly appointed fo2 this ſeruice , after 
his commiſſion reteiued, and view taken of ſuch as were 
then to go with him, leauing whatſoeuer the ſingular bleſ⸗ 
ſings of God molt happily many waies, and the eſpeciall 
fauour of a mightie P2ince had of long time peelded him 
in his owne Countrie; toke leaue at the Courte, and de⸗ 
parted towardes Harwich in Eſſex, there to embarque in 


the beginning ol December following. There accompani⸗ 


ed him in this voyage, the Carle of Eſſex, the Loꝛd Awde- 
ley, the Lozd North, with diuers Knights , and manie 
Eſquiers and Gentlemen, to the number ofſire oꝛ ſeauen 
hundꝛed hoꝛſe, bꝛauely and ſouldiourlike appointed, all vo⸗ 


luntaries and ot his owne friendes, followers, t ſernants. 


He departed from Harwich with the moſt part of his traine 


the ninth day of December, and on the tenth of the ſame 


arriued at Dluſbing in Zeuland, where, tat Midaleborough 
he was recetued with great concourſe and iope, and after 
two dates ſtaie there by ſund2te iournies came to the 
Hage in Holland, Yere after many daies treatie : vpon the 
22, date of January 1585. he receiued the gouernement of 
thoſe Countries, with tytle of Gouernour and Captaine 
Generall of Holland, Zealand, and of the vnited P2ouinces, 
and of their aſſociates, The vnited P2oninces, and their 
aſſociates were then accounted the Duchte of Gelders, 
with the Countie of Z utphen, Holland, Zealand Yiricht , and 
the countries adioining of Frize/ad, betweene the riuer of 
Emes and Lawers, Flaunders alſo and Brabant, foꝛ the townes 
of thoſe countries, that then helde with the other vnited 
Pꝛouinces. And the eſtate of them all was then this. In 
Holland, Zealand,and Yiricht the enimie hadclerily nothing: 
in Frixeland alſo nothing, ſauing that the citie of Gro»- 
ringen and that part of the countrie called — —

wholie his: in Gelderland and Zurphen he had a god part: in 
Brabant the Eſtates had but Bergen apzome, Saint Ghertru- 
denberg, Hueſden, Graue, and Mome caſtle, with the Foꝛte of 
Lillo in Flannders they had Sluice, and Ooſtend, and the 
foꝛtes of Terneuſe, the Dole, Lyſkerſhocke,and Saint Antonies 
booke all the reſt were the enimies, togither with all the 
other of the ſeauenteene Pꝛouinces, except the whole al- 
molt of the countrie of Oueriſſell, which in a kinde of newe⸗ 
tralitie, ſeemed to fauoꝛ the Eſtates party, and rather to en- 
cline to them: but inderd did greatly aide the enimie with 
victuales and pꝛouiſtons, and had manie ſecrete intelligen⸗ 
ces with him. | 

Theſe Pꝛauinces, their eſtate, and the people of them 
did the E. of Leiceſter at this his firſt arriuall, and accep- 
tance of the gouernment find in great confuſton: The com- 


mon people without obedtence, The ſoldier in miſerie and 


diſoꝛder foꝛ want of pay, The Gouernoꝛs weary, t tired, 
fo2 lacke of god aſſiſtance, and due obedience, The Pꝛouin⸗ 
ces themſelues ſtaggering in their vnion, ⁊ euery Towne 
next danger readie to ſeeke newe meanes foz their ſaletie: 
ſuch was their feare of the enimie triumphant nowe with 
continuall vico2tes , and eſpecially with the late recouerie 
of eAwwarpe ſo little was their hope of their owne abilitie 
to reſiſt, and / ſo many were the enimies derpe and ſecret 
pꝛactiſes, euen in the verie bowels of them. 

The eſtate dulie conſtdered, and ſuch remedies to euerie 
member aptly applied, as the pꝛeſent time would then per⸗ 
mit: the ciuill gouernment being firſt in ſome god ſoꝛt well 
ſetled, the Earle applied himſelfe foꝛthwith to the militarie 
ſernice, the firſt occaſion being offered foz the reliefe of 
Graue. 


Graue is a Towne in Brabant „belonging to Count 


Mourice of Naſſau, ſeconde ſonne to William Pzince of 


Orange deceaſed. But it was then in the gouernment of 


Count Philip of Hohenloe oz Hollocke a Germaine, who 


had

in the lowe Countries. 


had long ſerued the Eſtates, and had placed gonernour 
in this Towne Mounſieur Hemart, a Baron of theſe 
lowe Countries with garriſon of about eight hundzed 
Dutch and Netherlande ſouldiours, The Towne is not 
great, but foꝛtiſied of late, and made verie ſtrong by the 
Pꝛinte of Orange, whoſe patrimonie it was. It is ot 
ſome impoꝛtaunce, becauſe ſtanding vpon the riuer of 
Aaſe, it hindereth the free paſſage of that part of the riuer 
neere it. Other wiſe foꝛ trade, territoꝛie, wealth, oꝛ any 
other commoditie, it is not to be much accounted of. 
Alexander Farneſe, Pꝛinte of Parma, gouernour then fo 
the king of Spaine in Brabant, Flaunders, and thoſe parts 
of the lowe Countries that acknowledge the king of 
Spaine, had ſent the Count Charles Maunſtelt, to be⸗ 
leaguere this Towne, and to beſiege it ſomewhat a far 
off, which he accoꝛdingly did, by erecting rounde about it 
foure foztes , with fifterne hundꝛed ſouldiours in them, 
and hauing nere him within one engliſh mile all the 
ſpaniſh Regiments, to the number of ſiue thouſand fote- 
men. He had now lien there from December till about 
the beginning ol arch: at which time the E. of Leyce- 
ſter vnderſtanding the Towne was bꝛought into diſtres 
foꝛ lacke of men, victuals, and other pꝛouiſions, mind⸗ 
ing to relieue it, and foꝛ the readie anſwering ol all inci⸗ 
dent occaſions to be moꝛe nere it, departed from the 
Hage by Harlem, and Amſtelredam, to Vtricht. From 
thence he pꝛeſently ſent his hozſemen being in number 
about thirtene o2 fourtœne hundꝛed, fo encampe at 
Nyekircke in the pzouince of Ve/lowe in Gelderland: aſwell 
to vnburden the Townes of them, as alſo by their li⸗ 
eng there to deteine the enimics foꝛtes of thoſe partes 
from Graue. He appointed to Count Hollock, and ©, 
Iohn Norris Co2onell generall ofthe Engliſh infantery, 
about two thouſand fofemen , without hoꝛſemen, be⸗ 
cauſe the place was not foz them A. direction to — 
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tuall and to ſupplie and furniſh Graue, with all neceſſa- 


ries. Theſe Gentlemen marching with their troupes, 


toke firſt by aſſault a little fot of the enimies about foure 
miles from Graue, called the Mill foꝛte, and then mea- 
ning to foꝛtiſie themſelues as ne&re the Towne as they 
might, and from their foztification to take ſuch oꝛder as 
occaſion ſhould miniſter, foꝛ atchiening their intent be⸗ 
gan to intrench vpon the banke of the Maſe on Gelder- 
land ſide, about two engliſh miles from Graue, betwene 
it and Battenbourge caſtle, and within halfe a mile oꝛ 
thereabouts of the enimies bꝛidge, and foꝛtes on that ſide. 
They began their woꝛke with about thꝛer hundꝛed ſoul⸗ 
diours, and ſome pyoners on Tue ldap at night in Caſter- 
werke the 5. of Apꝛill, and in the moꝛning had raiſed it a 
parde high, when the enimie hauing had intelligence of 
their meaning, ſendeth to hinder the ſame th:& thouſand 
Spantardes : who after two oz th:& attempts put our 
men beingbut few from their wozke,and cauſed them to 
retire. But other of our troups to the number of eight 02 
nine hundꝛed, pꝛeſently meeting them, our men made 
ſtande againe, gaue a freſh charge vpon the Spaniardes, 
d2aue them ouer the foztification, where they fought be⸗ 


foze,cuen to their owne foꝛte, ſlaping on the ground fine 


hundꝛed of them all Spaniards: amongſt whom ſeauen 
ſpectall captaines, and two others of greater account, and 
wounded about two hund zed which were caried to Yo/- 


dake, & other places. They toke alſo one pece of the eni⸗ 


mies o2dinance, bꝛought to beate our boates and foztiff- 
cation. Df our men ſire oꝛ ſeanen ſcoꝛe were ſlaine, but 
not one man of name. Sir Iohn Norris was hurt in the 
bꝛeſt with a pike: ſir Iohn Boroughes had a finger ſtro⸗ 
ken off with a muſket ſhot, After this fight, the Count 


Hollocke battered and toke Pattenbourge caltle, and the 


fozte de Guander,,and the ſtrong houſe of Empell and then 


his victual being come he victualed Graue by water twiſe, 


went 
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went himlelfe into it, ſupplied the garriſon with newe 


men, and left it furniſhed with all pꝛouiſions ſufficient 
by acknowledgement of Hemarr the captaine himſelſe 
fo nine monethes. And hauing done that he came foz, in 
the verie viewe and face of the enimie, he diſlolued his 
campe,and came away with great honoz. 

A little befoze this time fell out the ſurpꝛyſe of Pearl 
a great Towne in Meſtfalia by coꝛonell Skenck, and af- 
terwards a ſharpe fight by the ſame Skenck , with thꝛer 
o2 foure thouſande of that tountrie, where he lewe and 
ouerthꝛewe aboue two thouſand with great valure , and 
bꝛought away rich ſpoiles: but being in the dioceſle of 

Colloigne, and without the turiſdiction of the vnited Pꝛo⸗ 
uinces, and not directly againſt their chiele enimie, J wil 
enlarge no further of theſe exploites. 

The pꝛince of Parma (as it was repoꝛted to vs) was 
much kindled with this ouerthzow at Graue, with the ta- 
king of the caſtles and victualing of the Towne: and his 
foꝛmer winter pꝛeparations being nowe in readines, a⸗ 
bout the beginning of Maie he began to march towardes 
Graue, but ſo, as that he was firſt aſſured by Count 
Maunffelde as by our intelligences + letters intercepted 
it appered)that the match foꝛ the towne was fully coclu- 
ded befoꝛe he would ſet out to it. Thither he came with 
his campe nowe of twelue thouſand fofemen, and about 
foure thouſande hoꝛſe. He battered the Towne fo2 ſhew, 
and vpon batterie, had it pꝛeſentlp yelded without al⸗ 
ſault. The E. of Leyceſter hearing of the pꝛintes pꝛepa⸗ 
rations towards Graue, being as yet vnreadie and deſti⸗ 
tute of all meanes to furniſh a campe ſufficient to meete 
uuth him on equall ground in fielde, vet to the entent to 
be neere at hand with the foꝛces he had, and to waite ſuch 
aduantages as occaſion might offer, with aſmall campe 
of about thꝛe thouſand fte, and one thouſande hoꝛſe, he 


palled in perſon the riuer of Rue af eArnbam in Gelder- 
15 2 land, 
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land, into the pꝛouince of Bettome, with intent from thence 
to palle the riuer of e alſo, and ſo to appꝛoch to Graue it 
ſelfe. 

The Beittowe is a pꝛouinte in Gelderland, lying betwen 
the riuers of & he and Male, verie fertile, and then who- 
lie helde by the enimie, oꝛ at leaſt infeſted by him, with 
his foꝛtes of Luyteſforte, and Berckoofe and the two ca⸗ 
ſcles of Alon and Bemell. It was firſt thought crpedient 
to win theſe foꝛtes and caſtles befo2e further paſſage: but 
they were verie ſtrong, well manned, and ſufficiently 
pꝛouided of all neceſſaries. The great citie of Nen megen 
was but ouer the Vale on the other ſide very neere them, 
and the enimy with his campe at Graue, not eight engliſh 
miles from them. Theſe god helpes ſo neere, encouraged 
greatly the ſouldtonrs within, who with all war like ſkill 
omitted nothing that mought be required in ſouldiours 
fo2 defence, But the reſolution was to attempt them, 
which was done with ſuch valure of our ſouldiours, his 
Excellencie himſelfe oꝛdering the batteries at ſome of 
them, and without reſpect of trauel oꝛ danger, putting his 
owne hand to the trenches, and other woꝛkes to be made 
fo2 the appꝛoches, as at length at ſeuerall times they 
were all peelded. | 
Another thing of god impoꝛtaunce was then fo be 
done alſo. A little aboue the Tomlehuiſe in Cleueland is a 
ſmall Jflande in the riuer of NHne, in place where the 
Rhyne diuiding himſelfe, taketh the right hande courſe 
downe to Arnham, and retaineth ſtill the name of Rhyne, 
and on the left hand paſleth to Nen megen, and is in Latin 
called Vahalis, in vulgar Dutch the Vale. The Allande is 
called C rauenſwert, and being foꝛtified might commanyde 
both the riuers of Nyne and Male from that place down- 


ward, that nothing coulde paſſe to Arnham 02 Nemmegen. 


It was thought verie impoꝛtant to ſurpꝛiſe this Jlande, 
and to builde a foꝛte in it: but the matter required apa 
; e, 
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tie, ſecrecie, and god ſtrength of men, bicauſe the enimie 
wasnere. Jt was committed fo be done to ſir Martin 
Skenck, (he was now knighted befoze at richt, and had 
giuen him by his Excellencie, at his recetuing of knights 
hd a chaine of golde ofa thouſand crownes ) ſir Martin 
whiles his Excellentie was occupied in winning the 
foꝛts and caſtles, toke the Iſland, built the fozte, and ha⸗ 
uing left it defenſible and well manned, returned againe 


to his Erceilencie : who hauing nowe gotten the foztes 


and caffles, and ſo cleered the whole pꝛouince of Ber- 
tome, And left not one enimie in it, thought fit to pꝛo⸗ 
ceede in his pꝛincipall intent of dꝛawing nere the enimie 
at Graue. He had firſt to paſſe the riuer of Wale, ⁊ then to 
marche eight engliſh miles in the enimies countries, to 
the Maſe Graue, where the pꝛince t his campe lay. As 


he began to pꝛouide his pallage ouer the Vale the newes 


were ſodainly bꝛought him that Graue Was ytelded. This 
ſcemed ſo ſtrange that it was not at the firſt beleened, aſ- 
well bicauſe it was knownd to be of great ſtrength, and 
victualed, and thozowly pꝛouided of all neceſſaries foz 
nine Donethes , as alſo and moze ſpecially foꝛ that his 
Excellencie had receiued two letters from Baron He- 
mart, captaine of Graue, the one the date befoꝛe, the other 
the ſame day: wherein Hemart wiſhed his Excellencie 
to do what elſe he thought conuenient, and to haue no 
care of raue, fo he was well able to defend it againſt all 
men, fo2 one halfe pere. Theſe letters were ſent to the 
Q. Maieſtie:but in the ende the newes were found true. 
The Zown was ycelded;and his Excellencie bethinking 
him what was fif to be done, and ſeeing his army nothing 
£qyall to the enimies, the numbers being ſo far different, 
as is befoꝛe rehearſed: vnderſtanding alſo that almoſt all 
the Townes neere about, as Bomell, Arnham, Amerſfort, 
Deuenter, and the reſt of Guelders and Oueriſſell ſfode in 


tickle tearmes likely to peelde ik the enimie 3 
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them: and finding indede that the pzince hadalreadie 
ſent part ot his armie towards Bomelſuerte he ſent fazth- 
with ſtrong garriſons into the next frontire Townes, 
and Bomell being thought to be then in ſome danger, 
hunſelfe went thither, with fifteene hund2ecd fotemen, 
and ftue hundꝛed hozſe , where he aſſured that Towne, 


and the Alland being of great impoztaunce,and toke ſuch 


o2der fo2 the reſt as that time and the ſmall meanes he 
then had would permit. Hemart foz his ſodaine yelding 
of raue without god cauſe, being ſufficiently furniſhed 
of all neceſſar ies fo2 defence and contrarie to aſſuraunce 
of it, giuen by his owne letters but the ſame day, and 
the day befoze, comming to Bomell was there appꝛehen⸗ 
ded and caried to richt, his pꝛotes dzawne, and in ſo⸗ 
temne aſſemblic by Co. Hollock himfelfe and all the reſt 
of the Coꝛonels and Martiall officers, of the Dutch, En⸗ 
gliſh, and diuers other nations adindged to die, and was 
publikely executed accoꝛdingly, with two others of his 
captaines. J will not ſpeak of what difficultie the matter 
was thought to do this executiõ:the party being a baron, 
of a Barons lining, ⁊ great by birth and alliance in thoſe 
parts: his Excellencie, a ſtranger: the Eſtate in bzoken 
termes : and the example there ſcant ſcene befoze, But 
the fact fell out ſo plaine , that his Ercellencie woulde 
not be intreafed but that iuſtice ſhoulde pzoceede : the 
iudges coulde not but condemne him, and the people 
though ſoꝛpe foꝛ the man pet much reioiced to ſee the 
iuſtice done. Amongeſt diuers others nowe ſent to 
ſtrengthen the garriſons in ſundzy places, ſir Martin 
Skenck, and ſir Roger Williams were appointed with 
certaine hozle t fotmen, to ſee if they might enter Yenloe, 
whither it was thought the enimie would make his next 
| tourney, Venloe is a Towne of the Dutchie of Ge/ders, ſis 
tuate vpon the riuer of 3/e, ſeauen oꝛ eight engliſh 


miles from Fraue, t then in the gouernment offir Martin 


Skenck, 
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Skenck , who had garriſon in it of ſeauen hundꝛed dutch 
ſouldiours: but himſelfe was abſent, and attempting to 
get into it went as J ſaie with fir Roger Williams, and 
about a hundꝛed hoꝛſe, But they founde themlelues p2e- 
uented, and all the paſſages taken by the enimie. But pet 
minding to aſſay if with their hoꝛſemen they might polli⸗ 
blie bꝛeake th2ough the gardes , they gaue in the night a 
ſodaine moſt valiaunt attempt, vpon the whole campe , 


and flue manie euen nere to the pzinces owne lodging. 
But directing themſelues towardes the Zowne , and 


and the day dꝛawing on: they turned their courſe to- 
wards Wachtendoucks , a Lowne of the Eſtates, ſeauen 
o2 eight miles of, where themſelues and manie of their 


companie entred, and ſaued themſelues from the whole 


cauallarie ofthe enimie, now purſuing them, ſome thir- 
tie o2 foꝛtie of their company were ſlaine, and taken, The 
p2ince then planted thozowly his ſiedge of Venlae, which 
the townes men in ſhozt ſpace yeldedto him, whiles the 
ſouldiours ſfode at defence of the walles. Whiles theſe 
things were thus in doing in thoſe partes the L. Wil- 
loughbie Gonernour of Berghes apzome in Brabant, 
haning intelligence of a great Conuoy of victuall, and o⸗ 
ther pꝛouiſions to be bꝛought out of the furder partes of 
" Brabant, next Cleueland, and Lubeland, into Antwerpe: and 
hatung god aduertiſement of the time of their tomming, 
vpon the 23. of Maie, he met with them in their waie 
about eight oꝛ ten engliſh miles from Autwerpe. himſelf 
had with him th2e coꝛnets of hozle, and thꝛer companies 
of fte: the conuoy was foure hundzed wagons, and 
garded with ſouldiours, and of the tountrie people, to the 
number of a thouſande. He ſet vpon them, flue, and put 
to flight all the people, burnt and ſpoiled almoſt all the 


wagons, and pzonifions, and {ome mares, a 
1 


finding the turnpikes ſhut,and garded with ſtrong watch 
of Muſkeyteires, and the campe nowe all vp in armes, 
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ſuch other things as he thought fif he bzought away with 
him to Berghes. 

The E. of Leyceſter in the meane time hauing placed 
ſtronggarriſons in al his frontiers, begantoimploy him- 
ſelfe wholie to the gathering of a ſufficient armie to 
meete with the p2ince in fielde:fotemen in god numbers 
were gotten out of Englande, with ſome from Scot⸗ 
land: two thonſande Germaine hoꝛſes were appointed 
to be bꝛought by Count Mewres, with a regiment of Al⸗ 
maine fotemen, and athoufand pyoners, But that the 
fozces now readie mought be doing, whiles the others to 
make vp the full armie were in pꝛouiding, his Extellen⸗ 
cie ſent into Flaunders, vnder the conduction of Count 
Mourice of Naſſau, and of his Nephew ſir Phillip Sid- 
ney, about two thouſand fofemen, which with great ſe⸗ 
trecie and valure ſurpꝛiſed the Towne of Axell, with 
foure ſtrong foꝛtes neere about it, flue and put to flight 
foure bandes of foteiuen in the Towne, had rich ſpople, 
bought away fiue Enſignes ofthe enimies, left coꝛonell 
Pyron, with eight oz nine hundzed ſouldiours ingarriſs, 
and came their way, to the intent to attempt Graueling 
in Flaunders, which by a deceitfull traine laide foꝛ him 
by La Mote, was pꝛomiſed to ſir Phillip Sidney, who 
came thither, but finding the fraude, returned with the 
loſſe of about thirtie common ſouldiours. Thoſe of Axel 
had by this time cut the dikes, and by letting in the ſea, 
dꝛowned the countrie to the wals of Axell, and Hi, 
and thereby added great ſfrength to Axel. 

Shoꝛtly after this, the Count Hollock, and fir Willi- 
am Pellham, L. Parſhall of the fielde, made a roade into 
Brabant, where hauing waſted and ſpoiled Lange Strate, 
and a great part ofthe countrey , they returned without 
hearing of any enimie to reſiſt them. 

The p2ince after the yelding of Denloe marched to 
Nuſe, a Towne of the dioceſſe of Co//oig»e , helde foz the 
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electoꝛ Trucſes, by a valiant pong gentleman; called 
Clow te. After ſome ſkirmiſhes, and a little batterie, and 
Clowte wounded, this Towne was loſt, by the coward- 
lines of Clou tes ſoldiers, and Clowte taken out of his 
chamber wounded, and hanged out at the windowe with 
ſome note of vnſoldier like vſage. 

From thence came the p2ince to Bercke, wherin were 


fir Martin Skenck and coꝛonell Morgan, with twelue 


hundꝛed Engliſh, and ſeanen oꝛ eight hundꝛed other ſoul- 
diours. This Towne is alſo of the dioceſſe of Co//oigne, 
and held foꝛ the elects2 Trucſes. And though being with- 
out the limits of his Ercellencies iuriſdiction, it may ſem 
it appertained not to his charge, as in like ſoꝛte ſe al- 
ſo: pet fo2 the impoꝛtaunce of the place to the vnited 
P2ouinces ſtanding vpon the riaer of the Nyyne, and fo2 
the communitie, and neere coniunction and dependencie 


ok both cauſes one on the other, vz. of the clecto2 Truc- 


ſes, and of the Eſtates of the vnited Pꝛouintes, it was 
thought expedient that the Towne ſhould be defended 
with common aide, and therefoze ſuch garrilon befoꝛe 
rehearſed was put into it. The Towne at the beginning 
when this garriſon came in about the time of the loſſe of 
Venlo was very weake , and thꝛough a contention fo2 it 


betweene the Prince electo2 Trucſes and Adolphe 


Count of Meurs, vnpꝛouided almoſt of all neceſſaries, 
But his Excellencie hauing a little befoze quieted the 
ſteife betweene thoſe two, it was now ſomwhat ſupplied 
of pꝛouiſions by the Eſtates, and repaired by the indu⸗ 
ſtrie and trauell of Sir Martin and his ſoldiers. The 
ſiege began in the end of July, and was continued on 
without great effea. partly thzough the valure of the cap⸗ 
taine and ſoldier within it, who made diuers ſalies, and 
often intercepted, and ſlew ſundꝛie of the enimies ſoldi⸗ 
ers: but eſpecially by reaſon of the many continuall ad⸗ 
uertiſements bought daily to the Pꝛinces campe of a 
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great armie of his Ercellencies now gathered and inrea- 


dines to march. And inderd about this time had the Erle 
of Leiceſter collected his fozces, and pꝛepared his pꝛouiſi⸗ 
ons, and about the 1 4.of Auguſt, ſent ſir Iohn Norris, & 


ſir Thomas Cecill with the vantguard fo paſſe the riuer 


Mell on his bꝛidge of boates,at the fot of 7/e//or: a mile 
aboue Arnham, with direction to encamp'6,02 7,miles in- 
to Cleueland, at a place called S. Seuenter vpon the banke 
of the Rhine. On the 17. ol Auguſt was ſent thither to 
him fir William Pelham L. Marſhall of the armie with 
another troupe, and on the 19. his Excellentie departed 
from Urricht to Rhenen, and ſo to Arnham, where he ſtai⸗ 
ed till the troupes of Brabam and Zealand with Co. Hol- 


lock, and thoſe of Frixeland with Count William of Naſ- 


ſau met him there. And when they were all come togi⸗ 
ther, on (ſaturday the rrvy. of Auguſt he departed from 
eArabam,accompanted with the Pzince of Portugall Don 
Emanuell, the Pzince elects2 of Co/lorgxe Trucſes, Co. 
Mourice of Naſſau, Co. Hollock, Co. William of Naſſau, 
Erle ofEſſex generall of the Engliſh hoꝛſemen, Count 
Phillip of Naſſau,Count Solmes, Count Ouerſteyne,L, 
Willoughbie, L. North, S. Phillip Sidney, and diuers o- 
thers, noblemen, knights, and gentlemen, and with the 
reſt of the armie marched that night to Eten in Cleueland. 
At Sten his Excellentie thought expedient himſelfe to 
take view of his armie, which he did on ſunday the 28. 
of Auguſt, and finding the bands of Engliſh and Jriſh not 
to fill the number of fine thouſand fotemen : the reſt of 
all nations not to make 2000. the Cauallerie of all 
ſozts not fo excede the number of 1400. knowing the 
enimie to be 1 2000, ſtrong on fote, and 3 500. hoꝛſe, ex⸗ 


periented ſoldiers, he fell into conſultation what were 


fitteſt to be done. To relteue Berck was the pꝛincipall 
intent, oz at leaſt to get the ſoldiers ſafe and honozably 


out of it. This was to be effected by one of two meanes. 
Either

in the lowe Countries. 
Either by aſſailing oꝛ diuerting the enimie. The lirſt 


was fall of difficulties. The enimie was ſtrong, he 


was in his plate of ſtrength, he had his retraits at hand. 
Our campe was fewer in number, we ſhould come a 
long march into a ſtrange place, we had no retrait with⸗ 
in twentie miles. And which toke away all deliberation: 


our victuals vnſufficient, either foz maintenance of the 


armie, oꝛ foz reliefe of the towne, muſt ntedes haue fai⸗ 
led vs. Diuerſton therefoze was thought to be the way, 
and that to be done by the ſiege of ſome place that might 
foꝛte the enimie to ariſe to ſuccour it. And that place was 
reckoned fitteſt, to be Duiſbourge. Duiſbourge is a towne 
of the Countie of Zuphen, ſcituate at the confluence of 
the riuer called old Yell, with that peece of the Rhine, that 
ſeparating himſelfe from the bodie of the Nine a little 
eaſt of Arnham, was anciently called Foſſa Druſiana, as a 
ditch cut and made by Druſius from the Rhine into //cl. 
The Towne was alſo called Druſii burgum. It was 
and is now the chamber of the Countie of Z«rphen: well 
peopled and reaſonably rich, walled round with a high 


- and ſtrong wall, and watered of god depth and bzeadth 


round, and in the greateſt part double: ſo that in the opi⸗ 
nion of ſoldiers it was thought of god ſtrength. 

This Towne beſides that being of impoztance, it was 
like fo dzaw the enimie from Bercke to ſuctour it, it was 


perilous alſo foꝛ our armie to be left vngotten behind vs, 


fo2 that lieng almoſt in the wap of our paſſage betweene 
Arnham and the campe, we mult haue beene conftrained, 
if we had pꝛoceeded to Bercke to haue left god fozces fo 
the aſſurance of that paſſage, There was in it captame 
Sampſon, a valiant old ſoldier, a Mallon, with 3 oo. ſoldi- 
ers, and about 500. Burgers that bare armes. The reſo- 
lution being taken foꝛ the ſiege of this Towne, the ar⸗ 
mie not knowing but they ſhould paſſe on to Bercke - 
vpon the ſodaine his Ercellencie — — 
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locke with the Erle of Eſſex, ſir Phillip Sidney and 
others, with 'ſcauen o2 800, fate, and 500. hoꝛſe to 
march by night, and taking the paſſages of the fowne to 
begin the ſlege by the bꝛeake of the day on tweſday the 
30. of Auguſt. Vis Excellencie with the whole armie 
that day followed marching back thither from Sen in an 


oꝛder woꝛth the noting, foꝛ that the bands extended to 


the vttermoſt made ſhow of fourtcen oꝛ fifteene thouſand, 
whereas indeed hoꝛſe and fote both were not complete 
eight thoulande. He came earely that afternone to D«i/- 
bourge: and himſelfe in perſon within arcabuze ſhot 
toke vie we of the wals, on al the eaſt ſide, and that night 
ſet pyoners and ſoldiers to intrenching within halfe ar⸗ 
cabuze lhok. Our oꝛdinance was not yet tome. The nert 
night his Extellencie vnderſtanding that our pyoners 
had left their wozke at the trenches: himſelfe betwene 
eleuen and twelue of the clocke at night, went with 
fir William Pelham and ſome few of his garde to ſ& what 
was doing, and being within thꝛeelcoꝛe yeardes of the 
Towne ditch, both going togither, a muſket ſhot from 
the wall ſtroke fir William Pelham moſt dangerouſly in 
the bellie, but pierced not his entrailes, ſo that he eſcaped 
death, and was abꝛoade againe within two daies. The 
next day came our oꝛdinante, and the moꝛning affer it 
was planted. Then had we alſo ne wes that the pꝛince of 
Parma, being certified of our ſitting — woulde 
be with vs within foure dates , UWherewith the foꝛmer 
opinion of his Ercellencie fo2 the leuie of the pꝛintes 
campe by this diuerſion was fully confirmed. The oꝛde⸗ 
nance being ten peeces plated on Friday the ſecond of 
Sepftember,from the bꝛeake of day till two in the after- 
none, his Crcellencte being continually hard by them in 
the trenches , and had made two bꝛeaches reaſonablie af 
ſaultable, but pet ſofilled vp againe by thoſe within, with 
logs, earth, bevding,and ſuch other trach, that the allault 
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was difficult, eſpecially a water ofa yard and moꝛe deepe 
and thꝛeeſcoꝛe fote bꝛoade being betweene the allailoꝛs 
and the wall. But (uch was the courage of our men of all 
nations, that without further batterie they extoꝛted with 
great impoꝛtunitie from his Erxcellencie being in the 
trenches, a reſolution fo2 a pꝛeſent aſſault. And the 
tontention being great betwene the leaders to whom 
the honour of the aſſault ſhoulde be giuen, it was oꝛde⸗ 
red by his Excellencte that Count Hollocke with the 
Dutch and Scots: ſir Iohn Norris with the Englith and 
Iriſh, ſhould ech attempt one bꝛeach. They foꝛthwith o2- 
dered their ſquadꝛons acco2dingly, with ſo generall 
tourage and iop, as was maruellous to behold, and did in⸗ 
dtede daunt the eninue moꝛe (as themſelues after wardes 
confefſed ) than any thing elle that was done. Great alſo 
and many and moſt earneſt were the particular ſuites ot 
pꝛiuate noble men, and gentlemen, foꝛ leaue to go to the 
aͤſlault: which his Ercellencte would grant to verie few 
of them. The ſquadꝛons ſtanding at the water ſide rea- 
die to palle fo the aſſault, the enimies within hauing 
hitherto valiantip and ſoldierlike carried themſelues, and 
now labo2ing to repaire the bꝛeaches, and ſtanding in 
armes to receiue vs, yet ſeeing pꝛeſently befoꝛe their cies 
their one imminent danger, t eſpecially moaned with 
the reſolution of our people, they offered ſirit an acco2d 
vpon conditions, which his Excellencie refuſed, and ther⸗ 
vpon they peelded ſimplie, with grant of life to the com⸗ 
mon ſoldier onely . Which being accepted the towne 
was rend2ed, and ſir Iohn Boroughes and ſir William 
Stanley appointed to the garde ot it, till further o2der, 
This Exploite being happily atchiued without loſſe, vp⸗ 
on aduiſe it was refolued to ſtay there a while, aſwell to 
take oꝛder fo2 the ſafe keping of the towne, as alſo to a⸗ 
bide there the pꝛinces comming with his campe, if he 


had meaning to ſeeke vs: and eſpectally foz that neither 
victuals 
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victuals no2 furniture foꝛ our oꝛdinante were then come 
ſufficient foꝛ any further pꝛeſent attempt. There were 
two o2 thꝛe engliſh miles from Duiſborongh ſom what to⸗ 
wards Zutphen, caſtle called Voerdon, à ſtrong plate cal- 
led Hack fourd houſe, held by the enimy, which greatly an- 
noted thoſe parts. At was thought expedient in the meane 


time to take in theſe caſtle t houſe, foꝛ which cauſe certain 


companies were ſent thither. They anſwered at the firſt 
ſtoutly. But afterwards being made beleene the cannon 
was at hand they yelded. Our newes came often to Dur 
boroug he, that the pzince with his campe was riſen from 
Berck.; That he had laide his bꝛidge ouer the Nyne with 
intent to paſſe towardes vs: and indeede he was whyles 
we lay there,pafſed with his armie, and, as we learned, 
minded fo haue aſſaied the ſuccouring of Duiſbourge, if it 
had not beene taken ſoner then he expected. But hearing 
it was gone, and vnderſtanding that our campe late (as 
indeed it did) verie ſfrongly, he ſtaied on this ſide the 
Khyne neere Weeſell, about thirtie engliſh miles from vs, 
with intent to returne, and to pꝛoceed in the ſiege of Berck 
as we were verie credibly enfozmed. The E. of Leyce- 


ſter hauing now ſet full oꝛder in the towne , his pꝛouiſi⸗ 


ons being come, and finding that the pꝛince made no 
haſte towards him in that place, though he might haue 
ſeemed to haue attained his pꝛincipall intent, in raiſing 


the ſiege ol Berck, with ſome oucrplus of aduantage in 


getting Duiſbourge, yet to dzawe the pꝛinte further away 
from Bercł that it might be wholie relteued, as alſo fo: 


diuers other god reaſons, he reſolued fo depart thence to⸗ 


wards Zurphen, and accoꝛdingly on the thirtene of Sep- 
tember, marched thither with his whole campe , and 


there ſatdowne , about an engliſh mile from the towne, 


on the riuer ſide next Zauphen, and the pzinces campe. 
Zutphen is the chiefe towne of the Countie of Zut- 


phen, ſcituate on the caſt banke of the riuer Yell, about 
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equall diſtance of ſire 02 ſeauen engliſh miles from Duiſ 
bourge on the ſouth , and from Deuenter on the noꝛtheaſt 
quarter. At is of it ſelfe ſtrong:but impoꝛtant in this only, 
that it hindzeth the fre paſſage of the Yell in the places 
nere about it. But on the noꝛth weft ſide of the riuer 
right ouer againſt Zutphen, and within muſket ſhot of 
the Towne in the pꝛouince of the /e//owe, in the Duchie 
of Gelders, were two foꝛts, called the fozts of Z uupben, ſuch 
oftmpoztance, as they ſpoiled the whole pꝛouince of the 
Vellowe,and made the countrie peeld them large contribu⸗ 
tions enen from the pozts of Vtricht, Amſterdam, and 
Leiden in Holland, being 50. miles fr them. Foz ſtrength 
they were accounted impꝛegnable, and might be ſupplied 
from the Towne by great paſſagde boates with al neceſ- 
ſaries. The Eſtates campe two yeeres befoꝛe had lien at 


them ten moneths, with eleuen thouſand fotemen, and 


3000, hoꝛſe, and departed with loſſe without them. Taxis 
a ſoldier of account with the enimte, lieutenant to Coꝛo⸗ 
nell Verdugo. gouernour of Frixeland foz the king of 
Spaine,commanded in the fowne and foꝛts. After aduiſe 
taken, vpon god view of the place, it was reſolued, that 
the fozts as of moꝛe impoztance foꝛ vs, and not the town, 
ſhould be beſieged. Our bꝛidge of boates was appointed to 
be laid ouer the riuer about an Engliſh mile from the 
Towne, and the campe to be placed on both ſides the 
water:that the pꝛince if he came and thought fit, mought 
ſe that we would giue him the oppoꝛtunitie to attempt 
vs. Oꝛder being taken foz theſe things, whiles they were 
in doing: his Excellencie vnderſtanding the tickle eſtate 
of Deuenter, thought fit himſelfe in perſon to go thither, 
leauing ſtraight charge to be ſpeedily aduertiſed, if at the 
campe they ſhould vnderſtand any thing of the Pꝛinces 
mouing. 
Deuenter is the chiefe citie ofthe p2onince of Omeriſell. 
Dne of the Haunſe W and direc⸗ 
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ting indeede Swowle and Campen, and the reſt of the cities 
and townes of that countrie, which in a manner depende 
wholy vpon it. It is ſeated vpon the noꝛtheaſt bank of the 
riner-7//c//. It then ſtove in a kinde of newtrall termes 


inclining moꝛe in ſhew to the Eſtates partp, but peelding 


no contributions to the war, and inderd aiding the enimie 
with victuals and pꝛouiſtons, and ſome of the towne ha- 
uing ſecret and ſtrict intelligences with him. That was 
the cauſe of his Excellencies ſo ſpeedie repaire thither:the 
caſe being taken to be ſuch, as that who had come firſt of 
the pꝛince oꝛ him with foꝛtes, ſhould haue bene reteiued. 
And indeede the pꝛince as we alter vnderſtod, haſtened al 
he could thither. But his Excellencie was firſt entred, 


and with him about foure hundꝛed fotemen, and two oz 


thꝛee coꝛnets of hoꝛſe, and no moe at this time. He dealt 
in courteous and gentle ſoꝛt with the towneſmen, and 
theylikewtſe vſed him and his well: but pet lo, as they 
woulde not lodge as in garriſon anie of thoſe he bꝛought 
with him. He had not beene there full two dates when 
certaine aduertiſement came to him from the camp, that 


the pꝛince with his whole armie was riſen from about 


Meeſell, and come to Burchloe, a towne of the territozie of 
Munſter, about eight engliſh miles from our campe. 
Mherevpon his Ercellencie departed pꝛeſently with his 
owne traine to the campe, leauing the foure hundꝛed 
fotemen, and two coꝛnets of hoꝛſe in Deuenter, and fin- 
ding in the camp the trenches vpon Zutphen ſide not fully 
finiſhed, he tõmanded all diligence to be vſed therin, ſo as 


in one dap they were ſuffictently made vp, c wel furniſyh⸗ 


ed with ſoldiers, and al neceſſaries ready foꝛ defence. The 
nert night the pzince came to Zutyhen, with 1500. hoſe, 
and the mo2ning after departed, leauing part of his hoꝛſe 
men there, and returned ta hiscampe at Barchloe, where 
whiles he ſkated pꝛouiding victuals as we vnderſtode foz 


Zuphen, and the foꝛts, our men ſpent the time in intren⸗ 


ching 
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ching and foztifieng about the two fozts , where, as alſo 
vpon the towne ſide happened diuers light ſkirmtſhes al⸗ 
molt euery dap, till vpon the 21. of September in the eue⸗ 
ning his Extellencie hauing intelligence that the Pzince | 
would the next mozning ſend a conuoy of vicuals into 

Zutphen, ſent out god ſcowt that night, and gaue oꝛder 
to fir Iohn Norris to dzawe out fir William Stanleies, 
and ſome other bands of fotemen, and appointed ſome 
hozſemen withall to encounter the conuoy in the way be⸗ 
twene the enimies campe,and Zupben. In the mozning 
the 2 2,.of September fell a great and thicke miſt, that 
pou might hardly diſcerne a man ten paces of, at the bzea- 
king vp whereof the enimies appeered ſo neere our com⸗ 
panties, hauing planted all their muſkefs and arcabuzes 
being 2000. and their pikes being a thouſande, very 
ſtrongly on the high way, as our men, ſpeciallp the noble⸗ 
men and gentlemen, as the Erle of Eſſex, the Loꝛd Wil- 
loughbie, ſir Phillip Sidneꝝ, ſir William Ruſſell, ſir Ionn 
Norris, and the reit, in number ſeuen oꝛ eight ſcoze, who 
were in troupe togither in the face of the enimie befoze 
our fotemen, receiued the whole volie of the enimies 
hot, and paſſing the very furie of it, gaue charge vpon 
the two foꝛmoſt troupes of the enimies hoꝛſemen, and 
dꝛaue them backe oner their owne trenches, and with 
their pikes at two ſeuerall times, in ſuch ſoꝛt, as Count 
Hanniball Gonzaga a man foz nobilitie and ſeruite of 
ſpeciall account amongſt them, was there ſlaine, and ma⸗ 
ny others with him. Captaine George Creſier an Alba⸗ 
neſe of ſingular valure and ſkill, was taken pꝛiſoner, and 


two of their coznets bꝛought away. le loft about thir⸗ 
tie, one and other, ſlaine, and dying after of hurts, but not 
any ot name, ſaue onely fir Phillip Sidney, who firſt ha- - 
uing one hoꝛſe ſhot vnder him, and mounted vpon a fe- 
cond was ſhot with a muſket in the left thigh, but came 
boon on his hoꝛſe, and died the - wa after, Mis ten 
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| Areportof the ſeruice 
ientie hauing bene in the field giuing oꝛder krom the be 
ginning, and now receiuing the newes of this god ſuc⸗ 
ceſſe, was ſomewhat of opinion to haue bꝛought downe 
tho whole tampe, and to haue ſet vpon the enimie with 


all our fozces. But vpon better conſideration by adinile t of 
alt the chiefe officers of the field, we being not paſt 30 0. 


hoꝛſe, f 16. oz ” hundꝛed kotmen, that might pz clently 


come to fight, the reſt being imploied at the foꝛts, and in 
ether neceſlarie ſeruices at that time: the enimie being 
thzcethouſand fotemen ſtrong in place, and 12. 03 14, 
hundzed hoꝛſe, and we doubting leaſt his whole armie 
had beene there, which it might well haue beene, being 


the night befoꝛe but fie miles ok, it was reſolued that our 
troupes ſhould ſtay, and not to commit the whole tothe 
toztune of that day. So this zotſkirmiſh ended, our men 


content with their victozte returning, and the enimie 


marching quietly away. 


After this fight we heard no moꝛe of the Paince in 10. 


02 1 2. daies. But our certaine intelligences gaue vs, that 


he was gone to meete with our Reyters and Almaines, 
(now thought to be readie to march, with intent to. ſtay 
them either by ſtopping their paſſage,o2 by fight, oꝛ other- 
wiſe, as alſo to pꝛouide moꝛe viduals, powder, and ſhof 
foz Zatphen, Bis Excellencie fill applied his p2incipall 
purpoſein beſieging the foꝛts. There is a pete of ground 
on the ſide of the riuer that Zuuphen is, and within ſirtie 
parbs of the towne, called the Juland, but it is dꝛie fo- 
ward the towne. The taking ol it was accounted or great 
unpoztance foꝛ the winning of the foꝛts, but full of dan⸗ 
ger, ping ſo neere the towne, and the enimie Having a 


ſconte in it foꝛtiſted and manned with thirtie men. Vis 


Excellencie was ſundꝛie times pꝛomiſed the ſurpꝛiling 


of this Alland byſome, but perfozinance not following, 
one night himſelfe imparting his purpoſe to two cap- 
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pꝛinteelettoꝛ Trueſts, the Erler Eſſex and the L. North 
being with him) and gaue oꝛder foꝛ a pꝛeſent ſurpꝛiſe ol 
if, which ſo happily ſucceeded, that the plate and ſconſe 
were ſuddenly taken, the men within, two oz th2& taken 
pꝛiſoners, ſome flamme, the reſt fled; oꝛ were d2owned in 
the wafer; and note a man of nuts loſt oꝛ hurt. -Nowto 
kepethis place was great danger, and ſome would nerds 
perſwade to haue it left. Yes Extellencie would not ſo, 
but fell fazthwith in hand ta intrenching, and hauing 
made it defenſible, he then abandoned the foꝛmer ſeate of 
campe, and bꝛought the bꝛidge downe to this and, and 
the Whole campe neerer the foꝛts, now inderde ſeriouſly 
attending by all militarie arts and deuices to win them. 
The hope of all our leaders both Engliſh and others, 
foꝛtes : They 
were ſo ſtrong and well pꝛeuided cuerie way, and our 
meanes ſcant ſufficient foꝛ ſo great an exploit. But his 
Excellencies owne ſelfe contrary to all and euery their 
aduiſes perſiſted in his intent moſt conſtantly, and would 
not heare anie thing that might tend to diſſwmade him 
from this pur poſe: and as inderde about a wozke of his 
obne, and of the commendation whereof very little 
can be deriued to any others, he moſt diligently and dan⸗ 
geroufly attended alwaes in perſon both earelie and 
late, and put his owne hand almoſt to euerp particular 
ſerntce ok it. ſtonces were built, trenches were dꝛawne, 
ſkirmiſhes made on both ſides, and nothing foꝛ offence, oz 
defence omitted on either ſide, that militar ie ſkill in like 
caſe coulde execute oꝛ inuent, till on the fourth of Octo⸗ 
ber, the pꝛince haning beene aduertiſed by Taxis that the: 
Illande was taken, and that our woꝛkes began to grow 
perillous to the foꝛtes, came in:perſon to Zupben with 
his whole campe, with intent as we could gather, to at⸗ 
tempt our trenches in the Iſlande on the towne ſide, Ye 


came the fourth of October at night, and on the mozrotw 
D 2 after, 
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after, we certainely expected he ſhoulde haue aſſailed the 
Illand, ſoꝛ the which he had great oppoztunities: himſelf 
with his campe being to come in the face on the caſt and 
ſouth ſide, in a faire plaine capable of his armie vnder the 
town wal: the towne on the noztheaſt beating on it with 
their great and ſmall ſhot,+ hauing agate fo2 ſale within 


arcabuze ſhot: the Mill foꝛte betweene the towne and the 
water, hauing his artillarie bent on it:the great fozt with 
his o2denance ready to plate on the noꝛth ſide, and the lit⸗ 
tle fozte ſomewhat ncerer with muſket and arcabuze 


no2theaſt,ſo that ſauing on the weſt and ſouth ſide they 
had compaſſed if round. But his Excellencie on the Tueſ⸗ 
day at night, all night long had planted his oꝛdenante to 
beate vpon the pꝛinces campe it it came : and hauing re- 
pleniſhed the trenches with ſtoꝛe of men, was ſufficently 
pꝛouided foꝛ him. Dn the Wedneſday moꝛning the fift of 


October, we ſawe of the pꝛintes troupes of hoꝛſe and fote 


raunge vp ⁊ downe, a mile of and moꝛe. But hauing left 
ſome victuals and ſtoze of men in the town, and doubting 
nothing of the loſſe of the ſconces, he departed that night 
two engliſh miles back, which alone as his Extellencie 
vnderſtode,the ſame Wedneſday at night he planted his 
o2dinance both in the Jfland, & on the other ſide the wa⸗ 
ter againſt the little foꝛt. Dn the Thurſday moꝛning he 
battered the little but ſtrongeſt fozt on both ſides, till two 
ofthe clock in the afternone, then toke it by aſſault ha⸗ 


ning in it; oo. ſoldiers in the face of the great foꝛt with 


eight hundꝛed ſoldiers, and of the ftowne where Taxis 
then was with aboue 2000. and in hearing at leaſt of 
the pꝛince, and his whole campe, hauing biene at Zarphen 
the date befoꝛe, and now not thꝛer engliſh miles of it. Nis 
Ercellencie was all the time of this batterie and aſſault 
in the trenches in the Illand on the towne ſide, and at the 
aſſault time with his pike in hande, verilie expecting a 
falie from the to lone in that part, but none came. In this

aſſault did M. Edward Stanley lieutenant to co2onell fir 
W. Stanley, t captaine of one of his bands, being appoin- 
ted the firſt fo2 the aſſault, behaue himſelfe moſt valiant⸗ 
lp, x was with his valoꝛ the pꝛintipall cauſe of this daies 
happy ſucceſſe, whom his Extellencie beholding made 
him therefoꝛe pꝛeſently knight in the trenches, gaue him 
foꝛtie pounds ſterling in golde, and ſent him the next date 
a patent of one hundꝛed marks ſterling by pter, during the 
life of the ſaide ſür Edward, binding his Excellenties own 
landes in England foꝛ the due paiment thereof, with a 
moſt honoꝛable repozt of this his fact conteined in the pa⸗ 
tent. Me loſt about eight men in this aſſault and not a⸗ 
boue. Bis Excellencie appointed the next day foz the ap⸗ 
pꝛoching the great foꝛte. But that night did all the cap⸗ 
taines and ſoldiers within abandon it, leauing behinde 
them their oꝛdenance, and eſcaped ouer the water to the 
towne where Taxis was faine to receine them. There 
were taken from the enimie by our men during this 
ſiege two foꝛtes mo, which the enimy had lately erected 
about thoſe others, and a caſtle called Niembecł caſtle his 
Excellencie himſelf in perſon toke in, ſoure engliſh miles 
in the Velo» fr this place: beſides the caſtle of Boxberger: 
nere Deuenter, which we toke alſo a little befoze this 
time. Great totes were made in all the vnited Pꝛouin⸗ 
ces fo2 the recouerte oftheſe foꝛtes. The whole countrie 
of the Yellow about foꝛtie engliſh miles in bꝛeadth, and aſ⸗ 
much in length, being thereby fully cleered: and no leſſe 
was the enimie daunted, hauing now loſt his whole fo- 
ting in that countrie ; and Taxis the gouernoꝛ hauing ta- 
ken from him a godly reuenew, which the contributions 
of that large circuite vp to Anſtredam and Leyden did 
pteld him. Upon the departure of the pꝛinte from Zut- 


phen, his Crcellencte diſpatched ſecretly ſir William 
Ruſſell and ſir Roger Williams, with fine hundzed hoꝛſe 


to attend vpon him,and to obſerue his march, — 
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him on the Friday at night the next day after the allault 


was giuen, about Burc l loc, eight oz ten engliſh miles 


from our tampe, where they gaue alarme to his whole 
tampe, beate in his ſcaſwtes and coꝛps de gards, but nat a 
man came ft to them. The next day the pꝛince mar⸗ 

ched vp towards Rirglebert, a hauſe ofthe duke of Cleues, 

about th2c& 02 foure engliſi miles from eeſell, where he 
lay craſed as we harde of an ague, and diſperſed his 
campe about in the villages adioining, ſince which time 


till his returne to Bruſſels, we harde nothing of him. His 


Excellencie after he had ſo honoꝛably, and with ſo ſmall 
loſſe in ſo ſhoꝛt time, takt theſe foꝛts, thought be loꝛe very 
hard to be won: hauing deituered Berck alſo, which was 
the pꝛincipall intent of his firſt marching, and fir Martin 
Skenck with diners of our engliſh; being come from 
thence: to his campe at Zuphen to him: ſœing his Al- 
maines and Reyters came not: and finding the enimie 
quietly gone, hauing nothing elſe to do in ficlde, and the 
time of yeere far ſpent, being about the midſt of October, 
determined by adniſe of his counlaile, to giue oꝛder ſoꝛ 
guarde and defence of the loꝛtes, and to withdꝛawe his 
ſoldiers from the Adande, and other places, and ſo to diſ⸗ 
miſſe his army. Which things the better to effect, himſelf 
with the chiele of his counſaile went to Deuenter. min- 
ding withal to aflay the garriloning ol that place, being a 
matter of great unpoztance; But boing called away from 
thence to Ar nhum, where ſir Phillip Sidney then late in 
great danger: by the death of ſir Phillip retiring himſelf 
with extreame griefe and ſoꝛ row to Vicht: he gaue 02- 
der befoze his departure fo2 the garriſoning of Denenter, 


and changing ofthe magiſtrate there to the pꝛince eleco2 
of Colloigne Trucſes , fir William Pelham, and fir Iohn 


Norris, who with ſome little ſtur and danger, effected 


both accoꝛdingly, and left gouernoꝛ of the garriſon there 
a William Stanley, with 1200fotemen Engliſh and 


Irich, 


„ ent 
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Irich, and two hundꝛed hoꝛſe. 

M hiles this was in doing at — chere kell out 
a great and gallant ſkirmiſh at the campe in this ſoꝛt. 
Oꝛder being giuen fo2 diſmiſſingthe troupes into garri⸗ 
ſon, firſt ſome companies, then others were ſentawate, 
and now it was thought expe dient to abandon the tren- 
ches on the other ſide of the water next Zauphen - and fo 
fo take vp the bꝛidge and come away. Firſt the larger 
trenches were left, and the men dꝛawne into a ſmall foꝛ⸗ 
tification at the bꝛidge end, with intent the next nicht to 
take vp our bꝛidge alſo, Which Taxis perteiuing from 
the towne, and ſeeing the ſmall companies remaining on 
that ſide, he ſalted with about two thonſand fotemen, 
paſſed the firſt trenches foꝛſaken, and aſſauited the ſmall | 

fo2tification remaining with great valure, himfelfe bes 
ing of the firſt in perſon, Our men being taken on the 
ſudden were at the firſt fine oꝛ ſire of them ſlaine: but the 
reſt ſtod manfully to if, at the pikeg end, vntill fir Willi- 
am Stanley comming oner the bꝛidge from the ”ellowe 
ſide with ſupply of fine o2 ſire hundꝛed fotemen;andlicn- 
tenant Nicholas Parker with onely fine hoꝛſemen, dꝛaue 
them away euen into the ftowne gate, and ſlew manp ol 
them, and were likelp to haue entred the towne pell mel 
with them, if the ſoldiers had not beene ſtaied by their 
leaders. The nert night we left this little foztiftcation 


allo, and take vp dur bꝛidge, and day by day; as it might 


conuenientlip be done, diſmiſſed the whole kozces into 


garriſons, 
It may be demanded his Ertellentie being nowina | 


godcourſeof pꝛoſperous p2occeding: the Paince with his 


campe being gone, the loꝛts taken; and nothing remai⸗ 
ning inthole quarters but the bare town of Zuuphen: why 
the winning of that was not attempted alſo? To which 
this may be aulwered: The towne is ot it ſelfe of ſmaii 


1 fozts, oncly peohibiting the free 
pallage 
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paſſage of the riuer by it: Then is it very ſtrong, well pꝛo⸗ 


uided of all neceſſaries, and at that time manned with 


two oꝛ th2ee thouſand bearing armes: and the Pzince 
though departed further of, yet houering with his armie 
not aboue twentie Engliſh miles of it, ſo that the at⸗ 
tempt ot it could not be but dangerous, the commoditie 
ſmall. But beſides, it remaineth ſo inuironed with our 
garriſons round about it, as it map be well ſaid to be now 
beſteged. Jn Deuenter ſire Engliſh miles at noꝛtheſt vp- 
on the riner fide is fir William Stanley with twelne 
hundꝛed fotemen, and two hundzed hozſe, In the fozts 


ol Zuphen on the Yellowe ſide within muſket ſhot of the 


towne at weſt, is maiſter Rowland Yorke with eight 
hundꝛed fotmen, and one hundꝛed hoꝛſe. At Duiſbourge 
ſouthward ſire miles, (and at Bruni hurſt caltell fomwhat 
nerrer) vpon the banke of //e/alſo is ſir lohn Boroughes 


with eight hundzed fotmen,and two hundzed hoꝛſe. The 


ealt and ſoutheaſt quarters are ſhut vp with our garri⸗ 
ſons of Lockham, Sherenberg,Doetecom: So that they of the 
garriſon of Zurphen tan not ſtir out, neither can ſo much 


as victuals be bꝛought to them, but by land: and that from 
twentie oz thirtie miles of at leaſt: and thꝛough the mid⸗ 


deft of our garriſons, which will require moze fozces 
than the P2ince can often ſpare them, and moze charges 
than the value of the fowne will counfernaile. But be⸗ 
foze our comming away, as ſone as our campe was bꝛo⸗ 
ken vp, we heare that Taxis hath leſſened his garriſon to 
the number of two hund2ed, and put the Burgers out of 
the towne, meaning fo ſpare victuals, which he hath in 
ſmall foze, Foz neither did the Pzince bꝛing him in 
much at the times he came thither, neither could oꝛ can 
he ſupply him at one time with any plentie foꝛ want of 
carriages. Beſides theſe, other cauſes alſo letted this at⸗ 
tempt againſt Zuuyben. The time of ptere was ſpent, the 


wants in our armie were very great, and our Reiters 


came 
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came not, who if they hadnot dilappointed vs, all impe⸗ 
diments notwithſtanding his Extellencie had pzaceeded 

kurder. And laſt of all it was thought we had done well 

fo2 this peere : moꝛe being indeed moſt happily atchieued, 
than was hoped fo2 02 purpoſed at our comming forth. 
Foz the onely intent at the firft ſetting out of this laſt 
campe was to raiſe the ſiege of Berke -- yea, oꝛ if we conld 
haue honourably deliuered our men that were in it, 
though the towne were loſt, it was thought a lufficient 
ptete of ſeruite, with ſo (mall means againſt an enimie ſa 
puiſſant, t with continuall late victozies ſo greatly eſte⸗ 
med and feared. But God be thanked, who is the giver of 
vicozies,and whoſe power foz his pꝛe afflicted apperred 
not obſcurely in theſe amions : Zerke is cleerely delivered, 
the Engliſh are all come from it: it is left well manned 
and otherwiſe p2outded. And if we will ſummarily note 
all Gods bleſſiugs in theſe militarie ſeruices onely ſhew- 
ed by the miniſterie of his Extellentie during the time 
of his gouernement and abode there, it will apptere 
that in thoſe few monethes there haue beene taken by 
our men from the enimie abone twentie townes, ca⸗ 
ſtles, fozts, and ſconces: that his foftemen and his beſt 
fotemen the Span yards haue bren met wit hall at Graue, 
that his hozſemen and his beſt hoꝛſemen the Albaneſes, 
and Italians, haue beene well encountred in the ſkirmiſh 
beſides Zumben that his ſtrong Aupben fozts were ta⸗ 
ken by aſſauit, euen in the ſight almoſt ofhimſelfe, and ol 
his whole campe : that his armie ſo much redoubted and 
feared, was dzawne from Berck to Zutiphen: there abid⸗ 
den, there encountred ſund2ptimes, and — length retur⸗ 
ned backe againe t diſmiſſed without fauing his fozts; 02 
doing vs any dammage,fauing the loſſe offer Phillip Sid- 
ney.{Crue it is, he hathgotten in this time Graue. ¶ ruloe, 
t Nuſe: But Graue by ſuch means, as baron Hemart the 
gauer no: by publique iudgement _ owne beft friend 
and 
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Areportofthe ſeruice 
and commander the Count Hollock,andof al other mili⸗ / 
tarie officers of all nations, loſt his head fo2 if, /e»/ve was - 
yelded by the towneſmen whiles the ſoldiers defended Þ$ 


the wals. Ney ſe was not of the turiſdiction, oz territoꝛv 
of the vnited f P2ouinces, & therefoꝛe his Extellencie had 
| not to do with it. But this is true alſo, that in all theſe 
| wars and ſundzie diuerſities of accidents and attempts 
| in diners places, the enimie neuer got one towne, caſtle, 
h foꝛte, oꝛ ſconce, wherein any one engliſh ſoldier was,no2 


| didame one pete of ſeruice woꝛth the noting ſince his * 
ö Excellencie came into the fielde with this laſt armie. And 7 
ö let the Eſtates eſpecially, and the people of the vnited 

0 Pꝛouinces acknowledge the godnes ol God in thele his 

; wozkes,and the great grace and fauoꝛ of her Maieſtie, in | 


ſpending and ſending toandfo2 them, her money, fozces, 5

Whoſe ſeruice it is nowe done fo2 them, that whereas 
their eſtate was at his Excellencies firſt arriuall, fo vt- F 
terly without hope of ſtanding as is ſhewed at the begin | 
ning of my letter: Nowe they are left in god aſſurance 
of ſafetie, religion by a ſpnode being fully eſtabliſhed: the 
tiuill gouernment oꝛderly ſetled: the militarie diſcipline 
well reſtoꝛed: their people in god obediente: their fron⸗ 
tiers in great hope of maintenante to be confinued: their 
territoꝛie in Gelders, Zuiphen, Oueriſſell, and Flawnders ins 
; larged:their renenewby a great acceMionofcontribution 
. in Gelders and Oueriſſell increaſed: their doubtfnll friends 
| of Oueriſſell aſſured, and their enimie put to that plunge, 
| as he pet hath not beene ſince his being in thoſe countries. 
| God make them as thankfull to God and hir Paieſtie 
: z it as they haue god cauſe : and to acknowledge it to 
his Extellentie as his franke and moſt behouefull great

molt large erpences fo2 the publike : oz often dangerous 
hazard of his perſon could haue withdꝛawne from this 
pꝛocœding, nothing had beene done at thts time. But God 
whom he ſerueth hath w2ought this great wozke out of 
all thoſe difficulties by him, to him be the pꝛaiſe and 
glozy fo2 it. His Exceſlencie after his campe thus diſmiſ⸗ 
ſed,and a little time ſpent at Viricht in the publique af- 
faires, departed thence to the Hage in Hollande where 
hauing eſtabliſhed perfect oꝛder in the ciuill and military 
gouernments during his abſence, being vpon impoztant 
cauſes to returne into England, from Hage he paſſed by 
Delph, Rotterdam, Dort, Briell, and Vi«ſving , where he 
embarked foꝛ England on the 2 3,of Nouember at night, 
and on the nert night was with her Maieſtie at Rich- 
monde, of whom he was moſt gractoufly receiued, 
Thus haue Jbe&n bold to trouble you with this bꝛiefe 

diſcourſe, wherein ik any thing ſet downe oꝛ omitted be 
not to pour contentation, hope you will conſider it hath 
pꝛocteded by your owne earneſt vꝛging from him, who 
deſireth nothing moꝛe then to content pou, and who but 
to pleaſe you had rather haue ſhewed his dutifull affecti- 
on in ſome other matter. But thus much if it like you 
fo well to interpꝛete of if, may be as it were to giue you a 
taſte in theſe matters, till ſome of better (kill and moꝛe 
leiſure may fully ſatiſfie it with a tuft volume, which J 
wiſh indeed to be done, the argument will well beare it. 
And ſo remaining to do pou what further ſeruice my flen- 
der abilitte may afozde J ende.
